His scheme provides for the 
lolding of a .bullion reserve in the 
United States treasury to serve as a 
"basis for all money issued, the two 
metals to be recognized at their market 
price each day. Unlimited deposits of

output of the country, if necessary.

mans Drauk Sea Wuttr. 


When the question of the moment is 


how to allay our thirst "the beverages 
of history are of more than ordinary 
interest. 
The Egyptians, who 
have 


been ungailant enough to leave behind 
them, delineations of the fair sex in 
a state of intoxication, had 
severa.1 


kinds of wine more than 6,000 years 
ago, in addition to a beer called hega, 
made from barley. ' The ancient Assy- 
rians too loved their wine. The earli- 
est mention of wine in the Bible is a 
reference to Noah planting a vineyard 
and getting drunk with the wine. The 
drinks of antiquity were sometimes, 
to cay the least, peculiar. The Greeks 
and Romans, whose customary drink 
was wine, often mixed it with sea 
water. . Other ancient beverages were 
honey and rain water; honey, salt .wa- 
ter and vinegar, and a 
mixture . of 


honey and myrtle seed: 'Homer speaks 
of a wine to which twenty times as 
much water could be added. The Ro- 
man lover, when drinking to his lady, 
often drank as many cups of wine as 
there were letters in her name. V/arm 
water was sometimes regarded by .tha 
Romans as an agreeable drink at the 
conclusion of the chief meal. It Is safe 
to assume that this was not in summer 
time. 
Famous among drinkers wsra 


the Vikings, whose liquors were ale, 
beer, wine and mead. Quaffing ale from 
the skulls of their enemies formed one 
of the chief attractions of the prom- 
ised Valhalla. An English drink much 
in demand in the time of Chaucer was 
bracket, made 
of. the 
worst of ale, 


honey and spices. By the time of Ed- 
ward IV. drinking had become so pro- 
ductive of crime that few places were 
allowed more than two taverns. Lon- 
don had to be content with forty. Un- 
der the Stuarts drunkenness was at its 
height. Thirst provokers were largely 
taken, and a man's claim to distinction 
was his bottle capacity, while ladies 
of the court thought it no shame to 
become inebriated. The three or five 
bottle, man was an object of envy to 
his 
fellows. . Indeed, the 
scenes of 


Hogarth are but a sidelight on the 
times. 
Signs were hung 
out 
side, 


taverns informing the thirsty wayEav- 
sr that he could 
get "drunk for a 


penny" and "dead 
drunk 
for two- 


pence." Such notices often ended with 
the significant words: "Clean straw" 
for nothing." 
With . the 
reign 
of 


George IV. disappeared fashionable in- 
temperance and "drunk 
as a lord" 


i/as no longer a correct-simile.. The 
aerated waters now so largely used 
were first made on a large scale by 
Schweppe o£ Geneva, in 1787, and ten 
years later a factory was established 
in England.

SCENES- IN HAVANA ON OCCU- 


PATION DAY. 


Everybody Seemed to Have Been Be- 


reft of Their Senses— There 
Was 


Joy in Every Face and Exultation 
In Every Voice— The Troops Roy- 
ally Received. 


"William Zeininger, of this city, who is 


nowserving with the army in Cuba, 
writes an interesting letter to his mother 
from Havana under date of Jan. 2 in 
which he describes the scenes' attendant 
upon the American occupation. 
He 


says:

We are all resting up today after our 


long' march yesterday, when we took 
part in the evacuation ceremonies which 
was a. sight never to be forgotten. 
. ': 


.'.' "We broke camp at 8:30 in the morn- 
ing, taking the ocean road to Havana. 
We passed Cabannes fortress, which in 
my opinion is a stronghold superior to 


- Morro itself. . 
We 
arrived opposite 


Morro castle at about 11:30 and wit- 
nessed the lowering of the Spanish flag 
and raising of the stars and stripes at 
12 o'clock. 
The 'band of the Second 


' Illinois had the honor of being selected 


to play the -'Star Spangled Banner" 
when our flag was being raised. . The 
fact of the evacuation • being completed 
was announced by twenty-one guns 
from one of our.bo-ts, which was the 
signal for pandeinoniun to' break loose. 
Everyone seemed 
to 
become crazy, 


rushing into each others' arms, kiss 
ing, crying, laughing, praying and mak- 
ing 
so 
much 
noise 
you 
could 


not Hear yourself think. 
The air was 


black with bombs and ruckets. 
After 


taking possession of the fortress, a re- 
view of the troops was held by (Jen. 
Lee and those composing the peace 
commission. Havana 
was 
profusely 


decorated 
with American and , Cuban 


flags, no house being so poor but did its 
share. 


The troops were royally received by 


the people, it being a continuous "Vive 
Americanos" from the start until our ar- 
rival back to camp, which was reached 
about 5 o'clock after a march of about 
twenty .-miles. There is no sickness here 
to speak of. 


The health of our regiment is better 


now than at any time since we left Chi 
cago. It is rumored that there are three 
cases of small pox in" camp but I don't 
know. in what regiment. 
The company 


went over to the hospital and had their 


' vaccination marks examined again. We 


pick up a few Spanish words now and 
.then, enough to make 'ourselves under- 
stood, but I don't think we will be here 
long enough to 
.become very good 


scholars; Everything is quiet around 
camp now although we had a little trou- 
ble at first. We expect to be back in 
the United States inside .of sixty days.

Senator Hoar Addresses His Cnl- 


; leagues on the Subject. 


ANSWERS MR. PLAIT'S SPEECH. 


Massachusetts ' Statesman 
Points 
Out 


*WbeT« Ju His. Opialou tlie Danger Lloa 
In tbe rAnnoxatiou of . the 
I'hilipplnos 


-—Proceedings In the House. 


Washington, Jan. 10.—Senator Hoar 


of Massachusetts. Monday delivered a 
speech opposing expansion and 
the 


signing of. the peace treaty without 
amendments. : It was* also an answer 
to .arguments' advanced -.' by 
Senator 


Platt in favor of expansion. 


"I am to speak for my, country, for 


its whole ;past and for'its whole fu- 
ture," said Mr. Hoar. : '"I, am to speak 
for a people whose fate is bound up 
in the'preservation p£ our great doc- 
trine of constitutional liberty. I am 
to speak for the dead soldier who gave 
his life for , liberty that his 
death 


might set a seal upon his country's 
historic memory. I am to speak for, 
the republican party, all of whose 
•great traditions are at stake and all 
•of whose great achievements are in 
peril."

Mr. Hoar 'entered upon a critical 


analysis;of Mr, Elatt's speech. /After 
summarizing the argument he said: 
"The constitutional argument for slav- 
ery-was, ten times as strong as the 
argument' of Mr. Platt: 
The slave 


master said he owned men'for their- 
good. The senator from Connecticut 
proposes to own nations 
for their 


good." 
. 


He declared that the people of this 


country had not deposited all sover- 
eignty anywhere and had authorized 
no agent of-theirs to exercise all sover- 
eignty, unlimited and uncontrolled. 


"The power to conquer alien peoples 


and hold them in subjugation is no- 
where, implied as necessary for the ac- 
complishment of the purposes declared 
by the constitution," said .Mr. Hoar. 
-It is clearly shown to be one that 
ought not to be exercised by anybody 
—one that the framers of the consti- 
tution thought ought not to. be exer- 
cised by anybody, because it is im- 
moral' and wicked in itself and be- 
cause it is expressly denied in the dec- 
laration of independence." 
• . 


• In discussing how territory may be 


acquired constitutionally by the United 
States Mr.-Hoar said: "It may also 
acquire adjoining or outlying territory, 
dispose of.it, make rules and regula- 
tions for it for the purposes of national 
security and defense,, as in the case of 
Hawaii, although it may not be ex- 
pected that$he territory so acquired, 
held and disposed of shall ever _come 
into the union as a state." 


However, immediately following this 


statement, Mr. Hoar set the Philip- 
pines against Hawaii in: this declara- 
tion:- 


"Mr. President: 
You are not now 


1 proposing to acquire or own property 
in the Philippines with dominion as a 
necessary incident; you are not to own 
a foot of land there. You propose now 
to acquire . dominion and 
legislative 


power and nothing else. 
"Where in 


the constitution is the grant of power 
to 
exercise sovereignty •• where you 


have no property?" 


In support of his interpretation of 


the'constitution Mr. Hoar cited numer- 
ous authorities, among them Charles 
Sumner, Mr. Justice Matthews and Mr. 
Justice Brower. 
He then appealed.to 


senators who are hesitating as to what 
their.1 action upon the question of ex- 
pansion'may be. 
In the course .of his 


appeal to senators Mr. Hoar said: 


• "When you raise-the flag over the 
Philippire islands as an emblem of 
dominion and acquisition you take it 
down from Independence hall." 


• Mr. Hoar dwelt with emphasis upon 
the large increase in national expendi- 
ture .which, the policy of expansion ad- 
vocated by Mr. Platt 
would 'entail, 


placing the amount,at ?150,dOO,000 an- 
nually. 
He argued that the adoption 


of Mr. Platt's doctrine would reduce 
wages, increase taxation, ' place an 
armed soldier on the back of the work- 
ingman; and by the act of the govern- 
ment every American's dignity would 
be dishonored and his manhood dis- 
crowned. 


"The Monroe doctrine is gone," said 


Mr. Hoar. 
"Every European nation, 


every European alliance has the right 
to acquire dominion in this hemisphere 
when we acquire it in the other." 


When Mr. Hoar concluded; Mr. Platt 


. addressed the senate. 
He maintained 


that Mr. Hoar had admitted his con- 
tention thft this country had the right 
to acqxiirs and govern distant territory, 


. but that he had 
unfairly presented 


what he (Platt) had said about the ac- 
quisition and government of such ter- 
ritory. 
He then read from his own 


• speech a paragraph showing that he 
had held it to be the duty of this coun- 
try to provide for acquired'territory a 


• most-liberal and enlightened system of 


government—a government in accord 
with the spirit of the declaration o£ in- 
dependence and'of the constitution. 


Mr. Caft'ery (La.) inquired of Mr. 


. Platt whether he would 
force upon 


these people our system of government 
against their will. . 
. 
. 


"That question," replied the Connec- 


ticut senator, "is a part of the argu- 
ment of the senator from Louisiana 
and the senator from Massachusetts in 
support of the 
pending resolution. 


They hojd that we cannot go .into.an 


enemy's country, even in time "of war, 


i without the consent of the inhabitants 
of the country. The argument con- 


I tains within itself its own answer." 


The Nicaragua canal bill was then 


taken up and Mr. Caftery continued his 


i speech in opposition to it. Messrs. Ba- 


I con, Money a»d Chilton engaged in a 
| general discussion,of the binding pow- 
er of treaties in gennral. 


The senate then, at 4:45 p. m., went 


into executive session and at 4:55 p,

The dis- 
patcher, apparently thinking the west- 
bound track was clear, sent the local 
west to crash into the excursion mid- 
way between South Plainfield

northeastern Europe is now.clear. 
Slavs penetrated Russia .from 
southwest; where they were practically 
an offshoot from the great Alpine race 
of central Europe. In so doing they 
forced a way -in over a people primi- 
tive in culture, language and physical 
type. 
This aboriginal substratum is 


represented, today by tbe Finns, now 
scarcely to be found in purity, pushed 
aside into the nooks and corners by an 
intrusive people possessed of a higher 
culture acquired in central Europe. 
Yet the Finn has not become extinct. 
His blood still flows in Russian veins, 
most notably in tbe Great and White 
Russian tribes. The former, in colo- 
nizing the great plain, has also been 
obliged to contend with .the Asiatic 
barbarians pressing in from the east. 
Yet the impress of the Mongol-Tartar j 
upon the physical type o£ the Great 
Russian, which constitutes the major 
part of the nation, has been relatively 
slight. For, instead o£ amalgamation 
or absorption, as with-tbe Finns, elim- 
ination, or -what Leroy Beaulieu calls 
"secretion," has taken place in the case 
of the Mongol hordes. They still re- 
main intact in the steppes about the 
Caspian. The Tartars are banished to 
the eastern government as well, save 
for those in the Crimea. The Asiatic 
influence 
has probably been more 


strong in determining the Great Rus- 
sian character than, the physical type. 
A struggle tor mastery of eastern Eu- 
rope with the barbarians has perhaps 
made the Great Russian more aggres- 
sive; vigor has developed at the ex- 
pense o£ refinement. The result has 
been to generate a type -well fitted to 
perform the-arduous task of protect- 
ing the marches of Europe against bar- 
barian onslaught, and also capable at 
the same time of forcefully extending 
Europen culture over the aborigines of 
the neighboring continent of Asia.
